LONDON-(/P)-A high British nav- 


nl source said Tuesday Britain has 
enough trained personnel to man the 
whole American fleet if it were turn- 
ed over to Britain for the battle of 
the Atlantic which he said has not 
begun. 


(The 
reason for this statement was 


not at once apparent. The British 
have not hitherto hinted that such a 
measure of U. S. naval assistance was 
needed in the Atlantic.) 


This source said Britain wanted all 


the ships from America that she could 
get and asserted "already there is 
hnrdly a convoy on the seas but 
among whose escorts is one of the 
U. S. destroyers" of the 50 transferred 
last September."

TAKYO-OT-Thailand and Indo- 


China signed a Japanese sponsored 
peace agreement Tuesday ending their 
border dispute and giving Thailand 
parts of Cambodia and Laos, embrac- 
ing some of Indo-China's richest rice- 
producing areas. 


Diplomatic sources believed Japan 


already had received assurances that 
she could purchase the total rice crop 
and timber output in the ceded areas. 
Japan is short in both products. 


It was understood Thailand would 


acquire some 25,000 square miles of 
territory which is somewhat short of

Prince Kenoye marked Japan's first 
successful task of mediation under- 
taken in her proclaimed role of lead- 
er of a sphere of influence in Greater 
East Asia.

ITHACA, N. Y,—Cornell University 


plant doclors^-the plant pathologist* 
—are using tear gas in a new way, 


They inject It into the soil of flow* 


er gardens, where it destroys many of 
the organisms that cause plant dis- 
eases. 


The experiments, after three years, 


have reached a semi-commercial stage, 
hey are conducted in the department 
of plant pathology by F. L. Stark, Jr., 
and Dr. A. G. Newhall.

Real Mexican Sees That Sudio Makes 
Mexican Film O. K. 


HOLLYWOOD — The 
scene's a 


little hotel in a Mexican border town. 
It's the Fourth of July, and a group 
of future American citizens is cele- 
brating—shooting off firecrackers and 
singing "Columbia, the Gem of the 
Ocean," with tin-pan-piano accom- 
paniment. 


One of the group, Charles Boyer, 


goes to the window and hangs out 
two crossed flags, the United States' 
and- Mexico's. 


Director Mitchell Leisen looks over 


at a dark-haired little man off-scene 
and asks, "Is that right, Ernesto? 
—the Mexican flag on the right?" The 
man nods and they get reday for a 
take. 


The little man is Ernesto Romero, 


former 
vice consul of Mexico at 


Los Angeles, now technical adviser 
on "Hold Back the Dawn." 


This is Hollywood's first movie about 


tlie eager mob of foreigners who mark 
time at the southwest border for .quota 
numbers that will let them legally 
enter' the United States. In Ketti 
Frings' novel, from which the idea 
was taken, the main characters are 
European refugees but Paramount pre- 
fers to omit propaganda and is mak- 
ing them immigrants from all coun- 
tries. 


Romero thinks it's a good idea not 


dramatize the refugee angle. He has 
even put a couple of complimentary 
lines into tlie script that he hopes 
will make his country feel even kin- 
_der. toward its mob of uninvited visit- 
ors. 


Actually, Romero Is rated as much 


a good-will adviser as a technical 
one on Mexican matters. 


Take that bit about the crossed 


flags, for instance. Before Romero's 
blue pencil went to work, the script 
had Boyer hanging out the American 
flag by itself. Disrespectful, not to 
say impossible, 
counseled 
Romero. 


Only the American consulate and enir 
bassy could do that. Boyer must put 
an equally large Mexican flag with 
it, in tlie place of honor at 
tlie 


right. 


"A most important scene that the 


writers wanted is even 
prohibited 


by the Constitution," Romero said. 


'It was a church fiesta, with a crowd 
of young couples, carrying a statue 
of a saint through the streets, on 
their way to the church to have their 
marriages blessed. But religious pro- 
cessions in public are forbidden. 


"So-o-o-, first we put the saint 


safely in the little courtyard of the 
church. Then we show the couples— 
a gay parade in the street. Only 
when they enter the church yard 
does the parade become a procession. 
Then it is all right and the govern- 
ment will not complain. 


"We have been very careful about 


uniforms, too, and those of police, 
customs and immigration guards will 
be absolutely correct. I even went 
down there and bought the badges 
off the officials themselves — they 
Were very cooperative—for the studio 
to copy, 


"You won't see any musical comedy 


clothes in the film, either, because 
traditional 'costumes' are worn only 
in the Interior of Mexico, not the 
border regions. Even such a small 
detail as the lace shawl Olivia de 
Havilland wears will be right. The 
Mexican people 
might be ofended 


if she wore a cheap lace, possibly a 
machine-made 
one 
from 
another 


country." 


Romero has an Imposing consular 


record. Son of a Sonora attorney, he 
entered the Mexican service in 1923 
and spent tlie last 10 years prior to 
1937 in the Los Angeles office. 


His first movie contact was when 


as the person best acquainted with 
the Mexican colony, he was asked to 
talent scout for a heroine for "White 
Shadows in the South Seas." He sug- 
gested Raquel Torres, who was then 
ushering at Grauman's theater. Th 
job he's proudest of was interestint 
Will Rogers in Mexico and personal- 
ly arranging his trip, with all the 
gold-braid governmental

vitality of plants. 


At Cornell the experiments are con- 


ducted In greenhouses. On Long Isl- 
and they have been tried successfully 
outdoors. In one test the use of tear 
gas doubled the production of cut 
carnations.

DIRTY, rusty car may run 


as well and last as long as a 


clean and shiny one. But it isn't 
"worth" as much to most of us. 


I mention this because I've

The color—which is to say the side- 
lights, the descriptive stories, the pictures— 
is there because you want it. It helps you to 
understand and appreciate the news, 


However, make no mistake about this; 


The important thing to you is how real the 
news underneath is, 


When government decides not to give you 


the actual news, it piles on camouflage to 
fool you, 


I have before me a copy of a Moscow paper 


containing the story of what was actually 3 
horrible piece of government bungling—ac- 
cording to American observers long trained 
in reporting the truth. This story is gorge- 
ously "colored." It talks of the great bravery 
of the Soviet troops, the cruel treachery and 
bestiality of the "enemy." It claims glorious 
victory and tells of "rejoicing" that never 
happened, 


I also have here 3 Nazi, account of an ev,ent 


which I witnessed in America. J know there's 


no grain of truth in it. The story is designed- 
deliberatelyto mislead. 


t 


American newspapers, thank goodness, are 


designed to inform. True, an imaginative re- 
. porter may describe a tenement-doorstep 
romance as a beautiful and touching scene. 
He may describe a corner brawl as a threat- 
ened riot. But you can bet your last dollar 
that there -was a love scene and that there 
was a brawl. 


, The reason is simple. There is no force to 
make American newspapers describe Some- 
thing which doesn't happen. There is a great 
force which makes them report what does 
happen. It is the force of a hzz public opinion, 
which in America has the power of life and 
death over a newspaper. 


Consider newspaper advertising, also. I 


have a German newspaper advertisement in 
my hands which tells readers, very colorfully, 
that a chemical substitute for sugar is oh-so-

advertisement alongside which would knock 
the phony one into the garbage heap where 
it belongs,

Bitter Parliamentary Buttle 


Administration orders to pass the 


)ill forced its sponsors to engage in 
ane of the bitterest parliamentary bat- 
les of the session. After the first 
'ote Monday, several of Governor 
Adkins" secretaries and representatives 
clustered around Senator Houston to 
jersuade him to move for reconsidera- 
ion. 
Of the four men who had voted 


\gainst the bill, he was the only one 
vho was not strongly opposed to it. 


Immediately upon his motion, Sen- 


ator Byrd of El Dorado and Scna'tor 
Yard of Marianna raised the point 
>f order that since a motion to recon- 
icler had been made by Senator 
Crawford last Saturday, another one 
vas not in-order. Under senate rules 
only one motion to reconsider can be 
made on any one bill. 


Senator Crawford argued his mo- 
ion Saturday was to expunge the 
votes from the journal and not to re- 
onsider. Senator Byrd then asked 
hat the journal be examined and Lt. 
Gov. Bob Bailey retired to his office 
o study the matter. 
On returing to the chamber some 
ime later, he announced he Would 
lold Senator Houston's motion out of 
order since a like motion had been 
made Saturday. 
Senator Smith of 


Texarkana, one of the administration 
leaders in the senate, then moved that 
the rules be suspended to permit an- 
other motion to reconsider. This was 
done, and speaking against the motion 
'Senator Ward began what for a time 
was thought to be a filibuster. He an- 
riounced he didn't inten ! to stop 
talking until he fell where he stood. 
However, he stopped in 15 minutes. 


Senator Smith then tried to limit the 


debate to two minutes on a side, but 
on a point of order raised by Senator 
Mason of Camden, the chair ruled 
debate cannot be limited by simple 
motion. Senator Smith withdrew his 
motion. 
Senator Gooch of Wynne 


moved the previous question which 
limits debate to 15 minutes on a side. 


Opening the attack against the bill, 


Senator Byrd said he wanted to re- 
mind the senate that if it passed the 
bill it would not be doing much to 
invite industry into Arkansas. 


"We reduced the corporation income 


tax to get industries to come here 
and now you want to raise them. 
People are going to think our previous 
action was just a trap. 


"I-want the old people to have pen- 


sions, but I know of two other bills 
which would not hurt the taxpayers so 
much. One of these is the liquor con- 
trol bill which would put the state 
into the wholesale liquor business. 
When I ran for office I pledged not 
to increase taxes and I cannot suonort 
this bill. 


"This tax will be placed on every 


corporation whether they make ?1 
or ?1,000,000. Federal corporation in- 
come taxes are already 24 per cent and 
when the corporations declare a div- 
idend, its stockholders have to pay 
personal income taxes on their dix- 
idends."
